The Bible and War 
By REV. LESTER HOSTETLER 

The world is at war. It is a terrible fact snd no one knows 
through what suffering we all must go before the conflict ends, 

It raises many questions in the minds of thoughtful people. 
One of them is the question of the Bible and war. What does the 
Bible teach on this great matter? The nations engaged in the 
conflict, except Russia, profess to be Christian. They have for 
centuries known no other sacred book than the Bible. Does the 
Bible sanction war? 

In time of war both militarists and pacifists support their 
views by quotations from the Bible. The Old Testament is an 
arsenal of proof texts for the militarists. In it God is represented 
as the leader of armies. He goes to battle. The armies do their 
killing and make off with their plunder, apparently with the help 
and blessing of the Lord of Hosts. 

But not all of the writers of the Old Testament held this view 
of God and war. The greatest of the prophets, rising to sublime 
heights of inspiration, pictured the day of the Lord with the 
world at peace. Swords and spears are turned into plowshares 
and pruning hooks, The weapons of destruction are converted in- 
to instruments of peace. Redemption, as the prophet foresaw, 
was to come through a Man of many-sided character. He was to 
be like God, and His name—Prince of Peace. 

When we turn to the New Testament we are not told directly 
whether war is right or wrong. Many questions were asked of 
Jesus and all received an answer. But no one asked the great 
Teacher whether war is ever justified. 

Jesus gave no direct word on war but indirectly He condemn- 
ed it. His words and his spirit and his life make an unmistak- 
able impression. He spoke of mercy and gentleness, of love and 
forgiveness. He taught that men are brothers and that God is 
the Father of all. He never protected himself with a sword and 
He rebuked His disciples who tried to do so. He taught that the 
meek would inherit the earth and that the peacemakers are the 
children of God. He conquered His enemies, not with physical 
might, but with the sword of the spirit. He went to the cross, not 
with revenge in His heart, but with a prayer of forgiveness for 
His persecutors. No war could be waged upon the principles of 
living taught and exemplified by Christ. 

It may be possible for modern Christians to justify a mod- 
ern war. I do not see how it can be done from the Bible. There 
are many reasons, economic and political, why we should stay out 
of war. The most compelling reason is that war, as a method 
of settling a dispute, belongs to the age of barbarism; it should 
have no place in the thinking of people who have been enlight- 
ened by the teachings of the Prince of Peace. 

War is a denial of all that Jesus was and taught, no matter 
which nation wages it. The sword of Caesar and the sword of 
Christ belong in opposite camps.

Get Out and Vote

This Ham and Eggs proposition to be voted on in a few days 
appears to be the most preposterous thing ever presented to the 
voters of California. Even if we expected it would work we 
would vote against it on account of the men who are promoting 
the impossible project. When a man or group of men attempt 
to manipulate the affairs of a community, city, county, state or 
nation in such a manner that they are the only perscns who will 
have anything to say about how it is to be run or what is to run 
it we immediately get suspicious and are influenced against it. 

Such is the case of Ham and Eggs. The promoters of the 
scheme—who are undoubtedly already rolling in the cash from 
unsuspecting and trusting persons—have the proposition to be 
voted upon worded in such a way that they will have greater 
power than all the state officers, including the courts of the state. 

_They have it all doped out so that they are going to appoint those 
who will be in charge of its enforcement-—and even of the banks 
their act proposes to establish. It appeals to us to be difficult 
for any thinking person to be willing to place such power and con- 
trol in the hands of any person or group of persons. 

Add to this fact that an overwhelming majority of the busi- 
ness men in the state are confident the fantastic scheme will not 
work—as well as practically all organizations which are inter- 
ested in the welfare of the people, the schools and the prosperity 
of the people of the state—and you have the judgment of the best 
thought almost solidly against it. If they had any idea that Ham 
and Eggs would work to the best interests of the people of Cali- 
fornia certainly the business interests would be in favor of the 
proposition—for they would profit as much or more than those 
who would receive the proposed warrants. They would not be 
sounding the emphatic warnings against the proposition they now 
are if they were convinced it would work as its promoters insist. 

Unless this thing is settled right on election day, Nov. 7, it is 
going to be the greatest disaster that ever struck California. 
Even while the proposition is pending many persons in other parts 
of the nation who have holdings in California are attempting to 
get rid of them; they are making efforts also to sell California 
stocks and bonds they may possess at this time. As one Upland- 
er who has been on an extended tour of the nation expressed it, 
about the only people now interested in coming to California are 
those who anticipate getting that $30 every Thursday. Tais and 
other wild schemes that have been proposed in recent years have 
given our fair state a reputation for crack-pot schemes that it 
will take a long time to overcome. And if Ham and Eggs should 
be voted on favorably the condition will be much worse than it 
has been in the past. 

It is beyond belief to think that Californians will vote in large 
enough numbers for this proposed monstrosity to enact it into 
law. The fallacy of the thing has been so plainly shown that 
many thousands who formerly intended to vote for it are now 
strongly opposed to it. However, the voters of the state should 
not be lulled into the belief it will be defeated without a struggle 
and it behooves every person who is against the proposition to go 
to the polls and cast his vote—and to see to it that others who 
take a similar stand do the same thing. Do not let this mon- 
strosity become a law because not enough of those who are against 
it go to the election booth and cast their ballots that way. Those 
who are for it will vote one hundred per cent. 

Business in California has been almost at a standstill for 
months awaiting the outcome of this election. The way to give 
it the “Go sign is to vote down this Ham and Eggs proposition.
